The work of Dr. Wilfred Grenfell 
among the deep-sea fishermen of the 
Labrador coast fs one of the finest ex- 
amples the world can show of practic- 
al Christianity. Speaking of his first 
expedition to the poor and benighted 
fishermen of the north-west Atiantic in 
1892, Dr. Grenfell has said “We com- 
mended our gospel with pills and plas- 
ters.” The character which he gave 
the work @t the outset has remained 
the distinguishing feature of the work 
ever sinee, To the fishermen the Cris- 
tian religion has been presented as a 
gospel which helps men to help them- 
selves, and co-ineident with the spread 
of the Christian influences and teach~- 
ings on the Labrador Coast has been 
the improvement in the physical aud 
social welfare of the people. 

When Dr. Grenfell arrived among 
the Labrador fishermen he found them 
suffering all the hardships of poverty. 
uneudcated and hopeless of being able 
to better their*eondition, Today there 
are four hospitals established there on 
the coast, besides floating hospitals, 
schools, churches, agriewlture and in- 
dustry, clubs @nd recreative institu- 
tions, while the people are well cloth- 
ed, educated and independent. In’ this 
effort to help the people to help them- 
selves, Dr. Grenfell says: “We started 
a sermon With a co-operative store ‘as 
the text.” Seven years afterwards 
the condition of the people showed a 
radical change for the better and to- 
day there are eight co-operative stores 
and a schooner, the oo-operator Carry- 
ing the products to and from the mar- 
kets. The long enforced idleness of 
the people in the winter time has given 
place to healthy and useful activity 
in weaving, steelworking, lumbering, 
and boat building, and barre] making. 

Dr. Grenfell’s own history shows the 
same development as is characteristic 
of his work. Beginning life as a medi- 
cal student he believed that the relief 
of suffering was the highest work in 
which a man could engage, always fol- 
lowing ‘his highest idea) he engaged 
in helping his fellow men physically, 
with charity, morally and then spiritu- 
ally, 

At the McDougall church next Tues- 
day night Dr, Grenrell will tell the 
story of his work on the Labrador 
Coast. He will speak here under the 
auspices of the Y. M. C. A.
